* There is a graver issue than the personal one in what is too glibly spoken of 
as "the Wechsler case" - and James Wechsler's honest political autobiography faces up to 
the issues bluntly. The importance of this book lies in its sober and reasoning study 
of the ways in which young radicals of the campus can be touched by the contagion that 
is Communism. Wechsler writes in full details of how- both in their teens- he and the 
girl he later married, came into Communism - and of the far greater difficulties in the 
struggle to get out. He feels that a serious threat lies in the insistence of certain 
Congressional Committees on the "menace" of those ex-Communists who do not endorse the 
committee procedures. That- under this threat- youth will feel the futility of attempt- 
ing escape from the toils while society refuses them acceptance and assistance in that 
escape. Here, he feels, lies a danger to the very tenets of our democracy. Here, too, 
he sees the focus shifted to another threat- to the freedom of the press.

But 
the selection of folk art for this beautiful volume has been made from the wealth 
of material in the folk museums of Europe, with almost more emphasis on the Nordic 
contributions than those of the Near East where he has worked so extensively. The 
introduction simply serves to emphasize his purpose:- the documentation of the heri- 
tage of the indigenous European peoples as an incentive to the survival of the spirit 
of spontaneous creation. From the 72 plates in full color, 16 in half-tones, he has 
offered some 1500 examples of fabrics, rugs, embroideries, ceramics, wood and other 
materials. Much of the flavor of the work comes from the functional quality of the 
work represented, the closeness to human need, the evidence of meticulous and loving 
care, the quality of the result.
